Huckleberries and blueberries worth 
more than $100,000 were taken from 
the State forest preserves during the 
present season, according to carefully 
compiled figures of the State Forest­ 
ry now on file with the State Forestry 
Department. The crop was exception­ 
ally large this year. 
As an example of the value of the 
' berries by districts, 
the forester ;n 
charge 
of the 
Blackwell 
tract 
in 
Tioga county reported that more than

SOME NEW CATTLE 
REGULATIONS OUT 


Bureau of Animal Industry An 
nounces Laws Effective 
August 15. 


The Bureau 
of Animal 
Industry, 
Pennsylvania Departm ent 
of A gri­ 
culture, has prom ulgated new inter­ 
state cattle regulations, effective A u­ 
gust 15, 1919, of which the f o lio in g 
is a sum m ary; 
1. 
Cattle for immediate slaughter, 
apparently healthy calves under six 
months of age, and steers for feeding 
or grazing purposes, may enter Penn­ 
sylvania w ithout restriction. 
Slaugh­ 
ter cattle m ust be killed immediately. 
2. 
Fem ales under three years of 
age (which have not given birth to 
young) for feeding or grazing p u r­ 
poses, may enter Pennsylvania upon 
im porter’s certification to that fact. 
3. 
Fem ales 
(which have 
given 
birth to young) for feeding or g raz­ 
ing purposes, also bulls for feeding 
purposes, 
m ay 
enter 
Pennsylvania 
upon im porter’s affidavit to th at fact. 
Cattle imported 
under section 
2 
and 3 m ust be used for that purpose 
and m ust 
be kept in quarantine 
by 
themselves until slaughtered. 
4. 
Cattle for dairy 
or breeding 
purposes must 
be accompanied 
by 
health certificate and tuberculin test 
chart from an approved inspector. 
5. 
Official testing stations will be 
maintained at Pittsburgh. 
Lancaster 
and W est Philadelphia Stock Yards. 
Cattle consigned to or through said 
yards m ay enter Pennsylvania w ith­ 
out certification, affidavit 
or health 
certificate. 
A t these {Hunts 
cattle 
will be classified for distribution by 
Federal and S tate agents. 
6. 
The movement of cattle (both 
old and young) to herds maintained 
under the officially accredited plan for 
eradicating tuberculosis will be hand­ 
led under said plan and Federal Re­ 
gulations No. 7. 
The regulations, Circular No. 57, 
are identical with Federal Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Regulation No. 7, 
and have been distributed to shippers, 
dealers, t runsportat ion 
officials, and 
others who have to do with handling 
cuttle interstate. 
A copy of the new 
regulation may be procured by com­ 
munication with the State V eterinar­ 
ian, H arrisburg, Penna.
